There has got to 
be some straight thinking in this world 
before we can emerge either from the 
war or its consequences, and ‘“defend- 
ing the Fatherland on foreign soil’ 
gives one that sinking feeling which is 
known in psychology as the collapse of 
hope. /We all very much want to get 
down to brass tacks. It 4s no time to 
speak of going to the drug store for 
coal, or stopping the milk wagon for 
ice; yet these are of a piece with ‘‘de- 
fending the Fatherland on foreign 
soil." We have alwavs said that had 
the Kaiser stood on hie own borders 
and waited for the French and the 
tussians to attack him there would 
have been no war. “Defending the 
Fatherland on foreign soil” is what 
made the mischief. Come, Wilhelm’ 
Wake up and tell us all good-night.

Mr. WKiplin’s theory that the female of 
the species is fiercer than the male is 
being debated with considerable heat 
just at this time.

We don't want to get into this 
controversy, but we can't help recalling 
what the pioneers all pretty much put 
into their journals when we were tak- 
ing this country away from the Indians. 
They left us to infer that when the men 
had exhausted their invention in tor- 
turing captive whites they usually 
turned them over to the women, who 
were supposed to be able to think of 
something else.
